It  was  in  atiswertn  the  prtiyer 
ofElij.'ih  tinit  the  witlow’s  .son  at  Tiireplnith  was 
resloreil  to  life  frotn  the  detid  ;  tlnit  the  fire  of 
the  Lord  came  down  and  consumed  the  sacrifice, 
prepareil  to  cotifiiuntl  the  prophets  of  Baal;  and 
that  other  tmratdes  were  wrought.  It  was  in  an¬ 
swer  to  the  prayer  of  Elisha  that  the  eyesoftfie 
blind  were  maile  tt)  see.  13y  prayer,  the  pious  kitig 
Hezekiah,  when  sick  unto  death,  atid  warned  to 
set  his  house  iu  order,  received  Hfieeti  years  in  ad¬ 
dition  to  those  he  liarl  spent  on  earth  in  usefulness,  | 
and  gotxl.  In  answer  to  his  weeping  supplications,  j 
‘‘the  word  oithe  Lord  came  to  Isaiah,  .saying.  Go,! 
and  say  to  Hezekiah,  thnssaitli  the  Lord  God,  the 
God  of  David  thy  father — I  have  heard  thy  prayer 
— I  have  seen  thy  tears,  behold  I  will  add  unto  thy 
day  fifteen  years.” 

Some  of  I  fie  most  stupendous  miracles  of  Christ 
were  permitted  to  be  wrought  at  the  request  of  the 
prayers  that  he  lifted.  And  setting  aside  miracles 
which  we  believe  ceased  to  be  perfoimed  in  the 
age  ap|)oinied  for  them,  and  we  have  in  the 
Scriptures  a  cloud  of  witnesses,  and  a  multitude 
of  examples  that  we  of  this  day  can  imitate.  VVe 
can  study  the  devotional  character  and  habits  ofthe 
pious  men  of  the  old  dispensation,  and  be  better  for 
the  study — we  can  drink  in  the  spiritofour  adorable 
Redeemer — consider  his  continuance  in  prayer  and 
thanksgiving — we  can  read  the  history  of  the  early 
disciples  and  ai»osiles — read  of  their  strict  atteniiuu 
to  devotional  habits;  their  prayers,  their  thanks¬ 
givings,  their  daily  worship — we  can  search  the  nu¬ 
merous  commandments  in  the  Scriptures  to  con¬ 
tinue  in  prayer — to  pray  without  ceasing  from  the 
inclination  ;*lo  pray  for  blessings,  and  give  thanks 
for  past  favors;  andhavethe  encouragement  to  be¬ 
lieve  that  it  is  our  duty  and  our  privilege  to  be  reg¬ 
ular  in  ourdevotions,  feeling  assured  that  an  accep¬ 
table  prayer,  uttered  in  the  right  spirit — in  accord¬ 
ance  with  the  will  of  God,  for  a  reasonable  favor, 
will  in  due  time  be  answered,  and  that  without 
failure  on  the  part  of  Him  whose  counsels  never 
waver,  or  come  short  of  the  designed  fulfilment. 

The  account  of  the  primitive  Christians  assem¬ 
bled  at  Jerusalem  after  the  day  of  pentecost— are 
strengthening  to  our  convictions  on  this  point.  They 
remembered  the  solemn  injunctions  of  their  risen 
Master,  they  felt  a  thankfulness  to  God  for  the  won¬ 
derful  displays  of  grace,  and  their  spirits  gave  ut- 
‘terance  to  unceasing  devotions.  ‘‘They  continued 
daily,”  says  lbe>diviDe  hiatoriao,  **  with  one  accord
